Claims 1-26 (Cancelled) 

27. (Original) A cleaning sheet for removing particulates from a hard surface comprising: 

a substrate having a length, a width and a thickness, said substrate comprising at 
least one layer of fibrous nonwoven material, wherein said substrate has a void volume of 
at least about 21 cmV(gram of substrate) when said substrate is subjected to a 
compressive force of at least about about 0.5 g/cm^. 

28. (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 27 wherein said void volume is at least about 

22 cmV(gram of substrate) when said substrate is subjected to a compressive force of at 
least about about 0.5 g/cm*. 

29. (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 28 wherein said void volume is at least about 

23 cmV(gram of substrate) when said substrate is subjected to a compressive force of at 
least about about 0.5 g/cm\ 

30. (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 27 wherein said substrate has a void volume of 
at least about 17.5 cmV(gram of substrate) when said substrate is subjected to a 
compressive force of between about 0.5 g/cm' and about 1 g^cm^. 

31 . (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 30 wherein said substrate has a void volume of 
at least about 18.5 craV(gram of substrate) when said substrate is subjected to a 
compressive force of between about 0,5 g/cm^ and about 1 g/cm\ 

32. (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 3 1 wherein said substrate has a void volume of 
at least about 19.5 cmV(gram of substrate) when said substrate is subjected to a 
compressive force of between about 0.5 gi^cm^ and about 1 g/cm^. 
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33. (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 27 wherein said substrate comprises a first 
side and a second side wherein said first side comprises a plurality of pillow members and 
wherein said pillow members create a macroscopic lhree-dimensional pattem on said first 
side. 

34. (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 33 wherein said macroscopic three- 
dimensional pattem is a non-random pattem. 

35. (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 34 wherein said pillow members have a length 
Lp between about 2 mm and about 1 25 mm, a width Wp between about 2 mm and about 
125 mm» a height Hp between about 0.5 mm and about 12 mm. 

36. (Original) A method of removing particulates from a hard surface comprising: 

providing a cleaning sheet according to claim 27; and 

contacting said hard surface with said first side of said cleaning sheet 

37. (Original) A cleaning kit comprising: 

at least one cleaning sheet according to claim 27; and 
a cleaning implement comprising a handle. 

38. (Original) A cleaning sheet for removing particulates from a hard surface comprising: 

a substrate having a length, a width and a thickness, said substrate comprising at 
least one layer of fibrous non woven material, wherein said substrate has a void volume of 
at least about 17*5 cmV(gram of substrate) when said substrate is subjected to a 
compressive force of between about 0.5 g/cm^ and about 1 g/cm^. 

39. (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 38 wherein said substrate has a void volume of 
at least about 18.5 cmV(gram of substrate) when said substrate is subjected to a 
compressive force of between about 0.5 g/cm^ and about 1 g/cm^ 

40. (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 39 wherein said substrate has a void volume of 
at least about 19.5 cmV(gram of substrate) when said substrate is subjected to a 
compressive force of between about 0.5 g/cm^ and about 1 g/cm\ 

41 . (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 38 wherein said substrate comprises a first 
side and a second side wherein said first side comprises a plurality of pillow members and 
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wherein said pillow members create a macroscopic three-dimensional pattern on said first 
side. 

42, (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 41 wherein said macroscopic three- 
dimensional pattern is a non-random pattern. 

43, (Original) The cleaning sheet of claim 42 wherein said pillow members have a length 
Lp between about 2 mm and about 125 mm, a width Wp between about 2 mm and about 
125 mm, a height Hp between about 0.5 mm and about 12 mm, 

44. (Original) A method of removing particulates fh)m a hard surfece comprising: 

providing a cleaning sheet according to claim 38; and 

contacting said hard surface with said first side of said cleaning sheet. 

45. (Original) A cleaning kit comprising: 

at least one cleaning sheet according to claim 38; and 
a cleaning implement comprising a handle. 
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
